PPEAL FOR THE PUOR OF ST. MICHANS’ 
PARISH. 
The undersigned Clergy of st. Michan's Parish beg to cali the al» 
tention of ‘he humane and charitable to the condition of the Poor 
especially of the poor Protestants in that Parish. It is not merely 
that its population, nearly 30,000, has the lest proportion of poor, 
but that, as far na regards Protestants, it still holds those who 
have sunk down the sharp incline of wretchedness to the level of its 
poor tenemeuts, before they pass, after one more desperate h 
into the last ab de of y the poorhouse, situated ia 4 
parish. The citizen of Dublin need only let his thoughts pass over 
such places as Mary’s-lane, May-lane, BOw-street, Charies-street, 
Pill-lane, Beresford-street, Fisher’s-iane, Bull-lane, Boot-lane, 
Courch-street, Brunswick-screet (north), and all the densely popu- 
iated courts, lanes, and alleys that lie between Capel-street on the 
one side and Smithfield on the other, and from the river up to the 
Aqueduct, to understand the desolate condition of the poor who live 
there, or in those parts about the Linen Hall, where many a little 
Protestant colony has sought to hide the last scenes of . 
In this extent of nearly 200 streets and lanes there is but little heip 
to be obtained, for nearly ai! the Protestants who have, places oí 
trade or business in the parish live elsewhere, and, of course, are 
bound to support the charities of the districts in which hey reside ; 
and though some of these do not fail to subscribe at Christmas 
for the poor, yet this is, at best, bul a small sum to represent 
what their weekly contributions would have been; for it 
may be enough to say that in so large a parish the weekly 
collections are not Rough to maintain the few widows 
on the parish list. At this season the sufferings of the poor are most 
severe. The high price of food, the scarcity of fuel, and the bitter- 
ness of the weather, all aggravate their distress; but at this season 
also, when Christian men rejoice, it is hoped that this earnest cry for 
the suffering poor of this parish may not be uttered in vain. If any 
wish to extend their gifts to the p or ofall denominations, or to limit 
them to Protestants, their wishes shall be attended te; but they will 


be understood as left discretionary, unless ex pressly limited.

Cumistmas comes upon us once again: this time 
with the pure white snow and bracing frost of former 
years. Asfar as we cán learn there has been the 
same seasonable weather in all parts of the world. 
in America the intensity of the frost had somewhat 
embarrassed trade, though still the Secession fever 
prevails, and the New York journals write sensation 
articles upon the resignation of a Georgian func- 
tonary and the abandonment of his seat in Congress 
by another: In France the frost has been exceed- 
ingly severe. In England the snow for some time 
blocked up the rail way trains, and in our own island 
the fields everywhere exhibit their winter garb. 
With the exception of Gaeta, everywhere in Europe 
Political movements are as silent as the fall of snow 
but as under its glistening coverlet the secret labo- 
ratory of earth is working for the spring time and 
the harvest, so, under the lull of Cabinets, there are 
agents working steadily and carnestly for the pro- 
mised outburst of the spring.

MANIFESTO OF THE KING OF NAPLES. 
The tollowing.is the text of the Manifeste which, as 
announced by telegraph, has been addressed by King 
Francis II. to the people of the Two Sicilies :'— 
“ Gaeta, Dec. 8. 
“ People of the Two Sicilies—From this place, in
